CHIANG LOOKS BACK 


When Chiang K ai-shek cam* ont of retirem ent to 
denounce the Chinese com m unists over the rubble of f&l-l 
len Nanking, he was looking back a long way. the l&sti 
time Nanking fell was in 1927» when C hiang w as the gen­ 
eral of the revolulionary 
Kuomintang army and 
the 
Chinese com m unists were organizing underground activi­ 
ties to support him. 
Chiang has been fightin g com m unists almost contin­ 
uously ever since. The Kuom intang victory w as hardly 
secure w hen he turned his arm y against h is former allies. 
When Japan took M anchuria and begun sending cancer­ 
ous roots south into the body of China, C hiang was tool 
busy figh tin g the com m unists to pay much attention. 
In 1933-35 he drove the 30,000 com m unists 6,000 m iles 
in their “ Long March” that ended in the hinterland of 
Shensi, where they settled down and started organizing 
the countryside. 
In 1936, after Chiang w as kidnaped, the com m unists 
had him at their mercy. They did not dem and his Jiead— 
a s they are now doing— but persuaded him to resist 
Jap an /w ith communist support. China did go to war with 
Japan in 1937, but C hiang's forces and the com m unists 
failed to work together. 
Three years later they m et in a pitched battle, and 
Chiang kept a large force im m obilized thereafter to keep 
the com m unists out of his hair. 
C hiang’s long cam paign against the com m unists has 
been successful in reverse. There were 30,001) commun- j 
ists in the Long March. B y 3937 the com m unists werej 
governing I,.300,000 Chinese. By 1944 they ruled 90,000,- 
000. Today they rule 200,000,000. And they are much 
closer to M oscow today than they were at any tim e in the 
p a st 


DEPORTATION LAWS 
There has been introduced in the Senate a bill which 
would provide for the deportation of any alien connected 
w ith Com m unist-front organizations designated by the 
attorney «general. It is aim ed at expulsion ot “ subver-j 
siv e ” aliens. 
It m ay very w ell be th at deportation law s need some 
overhauling and tightening up. The U nited States has 
generally aim ed to la* a hospitable nation, offering a ready j 
haven especially to people who have fled*their own coun­ 
tries for political reasons. It does not seem reasonable to 
extend this hospitality to the extent of tolerating the c o n ­ 
tinued presence of aliens who try to tear down the A m er­ 
ican system of governm ent and the Am erican way ol life. 
But there should be a better way to strengthen the 
deportation la w s than to rest them on the vague s ta n d a r d 
ol m em bership in a Com m unist-front organization. That 
proposal seem s to have in it som ething of haste and petu­ 
lance. 
Protective laws, such as those dealing with the de­ 
portation o f dangerous and undesirable aliens, should be 
adequate and effective for all situations, not just for the 
particular situation presented by Communism. 


THE BERLIN PACKAGE 
In offering to lift the B erlin blockade on terms that 
m ay be acceptable to the U nited States and the other j 
nations o f the W est, the Russians have again handed 
over one o f their packaged enigm as. The package may 
contain, for once, what the label says: a proposal to lift 
the blockade and reopen discussions on the question of 
Germany at a future m eeting of the Big Four foreign 
m inisters. 
If this is actually the ease, perhaps R ussia has learned 
a lesson from its successful blockade policy. It may be 
that the K rem lin is taking ;i common sense approach to­ 
ward solving the dangerous and—for the Russians— un­ 
productive stalem ate. Perhaps the R ussians are actually 
considering a peaceful accord between East and W est. 
This is givin g the R ussians all the credit they are en­ 
titled to. 
Most Am ericans, of course, are more suspicious than 
encouraged. They wonder whether another m eeting of 
the B ig Four foreign m inisters will be an im provem ent j 
over such m eetings jn the past. If the reds do intend to 
reverse their policy, it w ill be the most spectacular flip 
flop in postw ar diplom acy. 
But it is useless to try to read the Soviet mind at 
this early date. All the strings on the package will soon 
be in view . That is, all the strings that Am ericans are 
supposed to see*. 


NEW REASON FOR ECONOMY 
A dm ission by loading adm inistration spokesm en that 
the nation is in a period of deflation is one more reason 
why Congress should a ctively consider the possibility of 
reducing governm ent expenses. Sen. H arry F. Byrd of 
V irginia reiterates that this would be a sure way to keep 
the econom y from eliding down hill too fast and too far. 
Senator George, chairm an of the Senate Finance 
Committee, also senses the dangers inherent in either 
higher taxes or deficit financing. But he is of the opinion 
that it is futile to “ expect members of Congress to cut 
down on our dom estic program s unlos« we first make a 
reduction in foreign sp end ing.” 
If that is indeed the tem per of Congress, why not a 
slash in appropriations all along the line *

shrubs, only the sm all or dw arf
